Under SGVMWD w’e would 
get high qnality Feather 
River water. Under MWD w'e 
would be able buy this 
same water within five 
years. How? MWD i.s going 
to build a pipeline to con¬ 
nect the Azusa and Castaic 
Feather River water tunnels. 
This line will be located 
above Sierra Madre and will 
carry untreated water. Un¬ 
der this arrangement, Sier¬ 
ra Madre could bay untreat¬ 
ed Feather River water as 
we needed it and put it di¬ 
rectly into our spreading 
grounds to recharge our w’ell 
field. What could bo sim¬ 
pler. Let’s forget this hocus- 
pocus about exchanging 
pumping rights with Al¬ 
hambra, drilling wells in 
Pasadena, going to court to 
force IVTWT) to let us use

The Hindu poet Rabindranath Tagore wrote of sum¬ 
mer: “Today the summer has come at my window with 
its sighs and murmurs; and the bees are plying their 
minstrelsy at the court of the flowering grove.” There 
is something about those words that e.xpress the spell 
of the season which will arrive as usual on June 21st. 
When ail is said and done, the poet has caught what, 
for a groat many people, is the enduring spirit of summer 
that will last longer in memory than the excitement and 
fun of even the most momentous vacation. 

What earthly experience is there that can truly 
match the tranquility of a summer morning when the 
sounds of nature can bo heard as the heat of the rising 
sun stirs afresh the good smells of the earth and its vege¬ 
tation. In the high mountains, the morning is ushered 
in with the dry hot smell of forests and perhaps the mur¬ 
mur of a nearby stream blending with the sharp strokes 
of an enterprising woodpecker. In the valleys, the fresh¬ 
ness of a summer morning is magnified by traces of dew 
and the symphony of birds. The burst of energy at tlie 
beginning of a midsummer day is but a prelude to in¬ 
dolence as the sun approaches its zenith, driving dogs 
and small boys to the shade of the nearest tree. These 
are the things we remember about summer long after the 
rest is forgotten — things that only a poet can recall.
